fphér Braudrick, forfelonioufly flealing feven Guitieas and 
a Moidote, from his Fellow-Servants, and William Price 
and Peter Ward, for Felony and Burglary, it’ breaking open 
a Houle and flesling theréout several chymical Preparations 5 
three Perfons weré caft for Tranfportation, five were burnt 
in the Hand, and nine ordered to be whipt. 

On Tuefday Night lait the Rev. Mr. Raz/linfon, being re- 
duc’d to very low Circumftances, hanged himfelf near 
Plambtree-Street Church, about a Mile beyond Woslwich; 
and on Thurfday the Coroner's Inqucit fat on him, and 
brought in their Verdict Lunacy. 

On Thurfday \ait a charitable Gentleman put five Gnineas 
into the Poor’s Box at Ludgate, which was equally divided 
among the Prifoners. 

Yeiierday was held a Board of General Officers for C/e/- 
jea College, at the Hur/e Guards, when feveral fuperannuated 
Soldiers were admitted into the faid College. 
The Letters by Yefterday’s Holland Mail, mention a 
Treaty of Marriage being on Foot between the Duke of 
Holfein Gottorp, and a certain Pretefant Princefs.

Mr. Curland is appointed Matter of his Majefty’s 
Ship the Ludloz Caftlr.——_The Hon. Major Cholmondeley 
is appointed Co]. of the third’ Troop of Horfe Guards.— 
A few Days fince the Rev. Mr. Charles Brocon was indugted 
into the Living of Yowm Malling, in Kent, given him by 
Sir Thomas Lombe, Kut. and Alderman of this City. f 
Death. On Thurfday Night one Charles Razw/fon, of Hog 
Lane, in the Parith of St. Leonard Shoreditch, being in all 
Appearance in perfect Health, died fuddenly in his Chair. 
Shipping. Santa Cruz in Barbary, Feb. 24. N.S. We 
have had two terrible Storms here of late; but efpecially 
the laft, which began the 7th Inft. about Midnight, the 
Wind at South; but it afterwards fhifted to the South Weft, 
and blew fo hard, that the Sea ran Mountains high, and 
feem‘d to threaten us with Deftruétion.

Daniel Vander Klip, and Capt. Ducan, whofe Men were all 
faved, except Capt. K/ip’s Pilot, but the Ships and Cargoes 
are gone to the Bottom. ‘This Tempeft has continued with 
fuch Violence from that Day to this, that almoit Half the 
Town, which ftands upon a Mountain, is wafhed away ; 
and the Damage done in the Country does not fall much 
fhort of ours. The like of this Storm, for Length of Time 
and Vehemence of Blaft, has not been known in the Me- 
mory of Man.
